May Never Be Retried 


Sounding The Keynote 


Ex cept for one v ery unfortunate 
slip J udith Coplon has liv ed a v ery 
lucky life. And her lucky stai has 
seemed to emerge from the cloud 
occasioned by that slip. For it looks 
now as if the Department of J us­ 
tice will nev er again bring her to 
trial. For this the department can­ 
not be censured too much. Nor can 
we quarrel too v iolently with the 
technicalities of the law which 
hav e come to her rescue. For they 
were created to guard the innocent 
despite the occasional escape of the 
guilty . 
It is a bit of sour irony that the 
Anglo-American principles of jus­ 
tice should thus shield a person 
who betray ed that v ery tradition. 
Meanwhile J udith is married, has 
a child and is at liberty under the 
protection of the gov ernment which 
she serv ed so badly . 
She was tried twice and was 
twice found tuilty . In a District 
Court in Washington she was found 
guilty of 
taking the documents 
from the J ustice Department where 
she worked and which were later 
found on her person in New York. 


IN NEW YORK she was tried and 
found guilty with her Communist 
friend Valentine Gubitchev of “ con­ 
spiring 
to 
defraud 
the 
United 
States” and was found guilty alone 
of “ attempting to deliv er defense 
information to a citizen of a foreign 
nation.” 
Howev er, the conv ictions were 
set aside by the two Courts of Ap­ 
peals. The one, in the District of 
Columbia, ruled that Coplon’s ar­ 
rest in New York was legal and 
that her sentence was v alid but hte 
v erdict was set aside and a new 
trial ordered. The basis of this was 
that her telephone conv ersations 
were tapped during the trial. 
In New York the Court of Ap­ 
peals declared that her arrest was 
illegal 
although 
J udge Learned 
Hand who deliv ered the 
opinion

It may seem odd thbt the two 
Courts of Appeals should rule ex ­ 
actly contrary to each other on the 
legality of the Coplon arrest. But 
that sort of thing, somewhat con­ 
fusing to a lay man, is inev itable 
is a sy stem such as ours in which 
the independence of the judiciary 
is strictly respected. 
Ju dge Han d in thu s ov errruling 
the District Co u rt as well as tak­ 
in g issu e with the o ther Co u rt 
of 


Appeals goes into considerable de­ 
tail. He shows that there was 
plenty of time in which the FBI 
could hav e obtained a warrant He 
also asserted that there was no 
immediate 
danger 
that 
J udith 
might escape. Hence the decision 
that the arrest was illegal and 
also on the wiretapping side that 
v ital ev idence should hav e been 
inadmissable. 
He did intimate that Congress 
might broaden the power of the 
FBI to arrest without a warrant 
and also that under certain cir­ 
cumstances theere chould be limits 
to the immunity of citizens from 
wiretapping.

THE RELUCTANCE of thfe De­ 
partment of J ustice to bring Cop­ 
lon to trial should not 
be 
con­ 
demned. Under the two decisions 
of the Courts of Appeals the prose­ 
cution would be denied the v ital 
ev idence necessary to a conv iction. 
Under the circumstances it may 
be better to close the books rather 
than to risk another legal debacle 
which would hav e the effect of 
intensify ing the impatience of the 
public with all law and judicial 
procedure. What is to be hoped 
is that the police agencies of the 
gov ernment will take this lesson 
to heart and sharpen their effi­ 
ciency . 
The public, howev er, is entitled 
to v isit its own judgment upon 
this y oung woman. She was v ery 
fortunate and highly honored and 
compensated by her gov ernment 
for what would appear to be rather 
small talents and certainly mea­ 
ger ex perience. Fresh from college, 
she was drawing, in her job in 
Washington, a salary equal to that 
of a full professor. She had been 
fav ored in college. 
In short, 
after 
this country , 
whose ideals are the antithesis of 
all those of Marx and Lenin, had 
done so much for her, she w'as 
ready to betray it. 
I once asked a teacher who had 
her in Barnard College what sort 
of student she was. The teacher 
said that she was alway s com­ 
plaining that “ nobody lov ed her.” 
I suggested in reply that the Unit­ 
ed States lov ed her and that she 
gav e treachery in return. Perhaps 
she will hav e to take the measure 
of her punishment in the shadow 
of the v erdicts of two juries and 
sev eral judges that she was guilty 
but that she regained her liberty 
because her gov ernment was guilty 
of momentary incompetence.
